THE AMERICAN WAR. 

The Eastern intelligence whieh wo pnb- 
liah this morning ia ti|) to the 10th inslaut, 
but beyond tlio rnported capture of .Mobile 
ant] the death of the celebrated guerrilla 
Morgan, tboro is nothing ol great iniporlance. 
The political news boeomea u, littlo moro in- 
teresting na we approach the Presidential 
oontesl. MeClellan accepts, as n tuattor of 
courso, his Domination for President and 
favors the poople of Ihe United States with 
his views on the present crisis, lie says the 
preservation of ihe Union was the avowed 
object for which the war was commenced, and 
that hostilities should have beeu conducted for 
that object only. The same ideas wero en- 
tertained at the start by President Lincoln ; 
but events shook the fallacy to pieces. If 
reunion was the sole object of the war the 
Norlh had it in her power at any tune lo 
accomplish it ; for all that was really requir- 
ed was a disposition to yield to the South on 
the question of slavery. When Lincoln de- 
clared that if the abolition of slavery was 
required to restore the Union the abolition 
should be decreed, bet if it was found that 
protecting slavery would conduce to the re- 
construction, the institution should be main- 
tained, he wus enunciating a policy that is 
detestable in principle and fallacious in fnet. 
The end with him then as with .MeClellan 
now, justified the means. Hut what was the 
steal state of affairs ' Slavery produced se- 
cession and caused the civil war ; it was the 
perpetual bone of contention for the I a« t 
half century, and always threatened either a 
peaceable or violent disunion. Could any 
person give gu trantces lor its good behavior 
in tliB future? Wo think not. The same 
cause that produced commotion in the past 
would do it in the lime to come it would 
still be the same element of discord and dis- 
ruption, llenca tlio real statesmen uf the 
North saw that if there was to bo anything 
like permanence in a reconstruction, slavery 
must not be again allowed the asp's privilege 
of being taken to the bosom and nourishod 
into vitality only to destroy its benefaotor. 
They saw, and Lincoln now sees, that 
whatever compromise is to be ellected with 
the South, slavery must be at once and for 
ever destroyed. When McClellan, therefore' 
assorts that the only ohj"Ct is lo restore the 
Union, ho is even a little worse reasoner 
than the philanthropist who as;ertn that the 
only object in a cose ol robbery is to get bacl< 
the spoil. We (eel assured that the hero 
of Antietam " will make but small progress 
against Abraham Lincoln ; because we huve 
a higher idea ot the sense of the American 
people than lo suppose that they will be quite 
content, afler all ill" bloodshed, to patch uj 
a Union, that must, in the natural course of 
things, be again split up by civil war. The 
taking id Atlanta and Mobile, which is bu 
the prelude I i the complete occupation ol 
Georgia, will bring Ihe South lo that con 
dition, when reasonable lenns from the North 
would, no doubt, be accepted. There i- 
limit lo human endurance, and although tho 
troops, as well as the people of the Southern 
Confederacy, have acted, if we confine our 
selves to valor and self-sacrifice, a part never 
before excelled in heroism by race or nation 
ality, they cannot do impossibilities, They 
cannot continue long to maintain a decimating 
war against a power that obtains nn army of 
immigrants every year. Tbe sooner, there- 
fore, they make terms Ihe better for their 
distracted and bleeding country — the better 
for tho Ihonsauds of noble sell-sncrificiDg 
women who are plunged into miseries and 
hardship never bolore experienced by a re- 
fined and eduoated race— the better lot the 
young as well us the aged— for ihe strong 
man whose wife and children with ragged 
clothes and pinohed cheeks, turn wearily 
with wistlul eye toward the battL 1 field, and 
for him in the " sear and yellow leaf " whose 
only hope is pence and quietude m bis de- 
clining years. 

Tho eyes of the S Uth are directed to 
the coming Presidential election with an 
earnestness that is truly significant. 
Shonld Lincoln he successful, a result 
we do not doubt, tho Confederacy will know 
how useless il is lo look for anything 
but a vigorous continuation of tho war on 
tbe part of the North On ihe other hand, 
Lincoln will see that a people, prou 1 and im- 
petuous and so difficult to suodue., nro not 
likely to aee ipl readily Ihe humiliating 
terms proposed in his former aormcsly. What 
bravo army — what intiepid sol tiers would 
ever consent to accept pardon bv sacrificing 
their commanders 1 What people of spirit 
who bad fought and sacrificed like ihe 
youth would give up ilit'ir Uhiel Magistrate 
to lh" bar.gnnn v Yet t r i i -i is what is do 
ruandod ol them We believe in the aboli- 
tion of slavery —we belie vo in the North, 
since so uiuoli blood has been spilt, continu- 
ing the war until this great cause of slrile 
has been removed— but to treat so gi gantic 
and so unaaimuus a in iveinent as this o f she 
South as an ordinary rebel ion, and hang Ihe 
principal men, would 1,.' doing an net of the 
most unconscionable folly— to Buy the least. 
Join Brown became a martyr and inspired 
thousands who went inio Ihe battle field, with 
a fierce unrelenting hate ol the South ; hut the 
blood ol Unvis and Ins colleagues would prove 
BO everlasting spring- liire of dragon's teeth. 
Tim day is, we believe. Inat approaching when 
tbe Washington authorities can step in and 
stay tbe further effusion of blood. When 
the time does oomo, we hope tbal expediency 
if nothing el-e will dictate a clemency I hut 
will " bless bim that gives and him that 
takes.''
